neſs to put thoſe Diſpoſitions in-

Myſteries 
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Myſteries zequire of you ! You 
are about to Learn, how to com- 
mand Nature; God alone, ſhall 


be your Maſter; and the Sages © 


only, ſhall be your Equals: The 
Supream Intelligences ſhall e- 
fteem it a Glory, to obey your 


Deſires: The Devils ſhall © not. 


dare to approach, where you are ; 
Your Voyce ſhall make them 


tremble, in the moſt profound 


Caves of their Abyſs. And all * 
the Inviſible People, who inhabit | 


the Four Elements, ſhall account 


themſelves Happy, to be the Mi- | 
niſters-of ,your Pleaſures. I A- | 
dore thee, O Great God! for ha- | 
ving Crowned az with ſo much | 
Glory, and for having. Eſtabliſh- | 
ed him the Soveraign Monarch | 
' over all. the Works of thy Hands! | 
'Do you feel, my Son, (added he, : 
turning. himſelf towards me) Do |} 
' you feel this Heroick Ambition, | 
.which 1s the. certain > ; 
| ; of I 
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of the Children of 1/49 ? Dare 
you deſire, to Serve-nothing but 
God only ; and to Rule over all 
Things, which s. not of God? 
Have you comprehended, - what 
It 1s 'to be: a Man? ; And;. Do 
you not deteſt the being -of -a 
Slave, fince you were Born to 
be a Soveraign? And if you have 
theſe Noble Thoughts, as the Fi- 
gure of your Nativity ſuffers me 
not' to doubt ; conſider ſoberly, 'if 
you can have the Courage, and 
Sirength, to Renounce all Things, 


which may be an Obſtacle to 


you, 11 the attaining that Great- 
nefs, to which you were Born ? 
He ſtopt there, and beheld me 


ſtedfaſtly ; as attending my An- 


ſwer, or as if he were reading mz 
Heart. 

How much ſoever the begin- 
ning of this Diſcourſe had made 
me hope, that we ſhould enter 


preſently upon the Matter ;. 6 


much 
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much the more was I become 
deſperate at what he .had laſt 
ſaid. The word RKENOUNCE, | 
ſo affrighted me, that I queftion- * 
ed, whether or no he was not a- | 
bout to propoſe to me, the Re- | 
nouncing of my Baptiſm, or Pa- 
radiſe. So that, not knowing 
how to get out of theſe Streights : 
Renounce, ( ſaid I to. him!) 
Why, Sir,. need I Renounce any |; 
thing? Truly, (rep!y'd he) there 
is need enough; and ſo much . 
need, that we muſt begin with 
that Point firft: I know not 
whether or no you can reſolve 
upon it; but I know very well, 
that m/dom does not inhabit a 
Body 1ſubje& to Sin, no more, 
than 1t centers into a Soul,  pre- 
poſſeſſed with *Error or Malice. 
The Sages ' will never admit you 
into their Society, if you do net 
Renounce from this very-preſent, 
a Thing which cannot ſtand tn

and whiſpering in my Ear) You

Mines, and of Precious Stones. 
They are Ingenious, Friends of 
Men, and eaſte to be command- 
ded. They furniſh the Children 
of the Sazes with as much Mo- 
ney, as they have need of; and 
ever ask any. other Reward of 
their Services, than. the Glory of 
being Commanded. The Czo- 
mides or Wives of theſe Gnomes 
or Pharyes, are Little, but very

male? You are miſtaken, ( an- 
{sered he) that is the /dea,which |} 
the ignorant Painters and Sculp- 
ters have given them: The 
Waves of the Salamanders are Fair : 
nay, rather more Fair, than all | 
others, ſeeing they are of a purer 
Element. But I forbear to ſpeak 


mcre of that, and ſhall give

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but a ſlight Deſcription. of thele 


People; becauſe you fhall fee 


them your ſelf, at your Leaſure - 
and that very eaſily too, 1f you 
have the Curiolity for it. You 
ſhall ſee thr Habits, their Diet, 
their Manners, their Policy, and 
theirAdinirable Laws. You will be 
Charmed more, with the Beauty 
of their Wit, than that of their 
Body: Yet you cannot chooſe, 
but be grieved for theſe poor 
Wretches, when they ſhall tell 
you, That their Sou/ 1s Mortal ; 
and that they have no Hope of 
enjoying Eternal Happyneſs, and 
of the Supreme Being, which 
they acknowledge, and Religi- 
ouſly adore. They will tell us, 
That being Compoled of the 
moſt pure Parts of the Elements, 
which they inhabit ; and not ha- 
ving 11 them any contrary Qua- 
lities, ſeeing they are made bur 
of one Element, they Dye not but 
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after many Ages: But Alas! What | 
is ſuch a Time, 1n reſpect of E- 
teraity ? They muſt Eternally re- 
folve into their Nothing. This 
Conlideration does forely affict 
them; and we have Trouble e-| 
nough, to comfort them concern-| 
in 1t. 

Our Fathers, the Philoſophers; 
ſpeaking to God Face to Face, 
complained to him of the Un-" 
happyneſs of theſe People; and\ 
God, whole Mercy is without; 
bounds, revealed to them, that: 
it was not impoſſible to find out} 
a Remedy for this Evil. He in-} 
ipired them, thar by the ſame} 
Means as Man, by the Alliance! 
which he Contracted with God, | 
has been made Partakers of the! 
Divinity : The $1/phs,the Gnomes, | 
the Nymphs, and the Salamanders, | 
by the Alhance which they 
might Contra& with Man, might 
| be made Partakers of Immorta- 


lity. | 
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lity: . So a She-Aymph, or a Syl- 


ph:de becomes Immortal, and ca- 


pable of the Bleſſing to which 
we aſpire, when they {hall be fo 
happy as to be married toa Sage ; 
a.Gnome, Or a Sylphe ceaſes to be 
Mortal, from the moment. that 
he Eſpouſes one of our. Daugh- 
ters. 

Hence aroſe the Frror of the 
former . Ages, of Tertullian, of 
Tuſt:n Martyr, of Laitantins, Cy- 
prian, Clemens Alexandrinus, A- 
thenagoras the Chriſtian - Phzoſs- 
pher; and generally, of all the 
Writers of that ttme They had 
learnt; that theſe Elementary Demi- 
men, had endeavored a Commerce 
with - Maids; and they have 
from thence imagined, that the 
Fall of the Azgels had not hap- 
pened, but for th2. Love which 
they were touched with after 
Women. Certain Gnomes, delirous 
of : becoming Immortal, had a 

C'5 mind 
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mind: to gain the good Aﬀecti- 
ons of our Danghters; and had 
brought abundance of Precious 
Stones, of which they are the 
Natural Cuardians: And theſe 
Authors, relying on the Book of 
Enoch, which they miſ-under- 
ſtood, thought that it was the 
Attempt which theſe Amorous 
Angels had offered to the Cha- 
{tity of our Wives. In the Be- 
ginning, theſe Childrz of Hea- 
ven begat Famous Gyazts, by 
making themfelves beloved by 
the Dai ghters of Men : And the 
ill Cabatifis, Joſephns and Philo, 
(as all the Jens are ignorant ) 
and after them all the other Au- 
thor:, which I have juſt now na- 
ted, as well as Origen and' 114- 
crobircs, have ſaid, that they were 
Angels; and- have not known, 
that tl ey were the S$y/phes, and 
other Peogle of the Elements ; 
that under the Name of the Chzi- 
area 
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dren of Elohim, are diſtinguiſh- 
ed from the Childre» of Men, 
Likewiſe, that which. the Sage 
Saint Auguſtize, has had the Mo- 
deſty to. leave undetermined, 
touching the Purſuits which thoſe 
called Faunes or Satyrs, made 
after the Africans of his time, 1s 
cleared by that which I have 
now alledged, of the Deſire which 
all theſe Elementary Inhabitants 
have, of Allying themſelves to 
Men; as the only means tO at- 
tain to the Immortality which 
they have. not. 

No, no ! Our Sages have ne- 
ver Err'd ſo, as to attribute the 
Fall of the firſt Azge/s, to their 
Love of women, no more than 
they have put. Men. under: the 


| _ Power of the Devi!/; by imput- 


ing all the Adventures of the 
Nymphs and Sylphs. to him,. of 
which the ifforiaus ſpeak. fo 
largely. There. was nothing Cri- 

minal 
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minal in all that. They were 


the Syphs, which endeavoured | 


to become Immortal. Their In- 


nocent Purſuits, far enough from. 


being able to ſcandalize the Phi- 
l:fophers, have appeared: ſo Juft 
to us, that we are all reſolved by 
common Conſent, utterly to Re- 


nounce women; and intirely to. 


give our ſelves to the Immor- 
talizing of the Nymphs and 
Sylphs. 


Good Lord, (cryed' I!) What 


do I hear? Was. there ever ſuch 


marvellous F —— Yes, my Son, 


(interrupted the Count) Admire 
the marvellous Felicity of the 
Sazes ! Inſtead: of women, whoſe 
fading Beauty paſs away in a 
ſhort time, and are followed 
with horrible Wrinkles and Ug- 
lyneſs, the Philoſophers enjoy Beau-

this Viſionary. Philoſophy very Ri- 
diculous : That I deteſt the Abo- 
minable: Embraces, which make 
you affeCt theſe Phantaſms ; and 
that I tremble for you, and won- 
der that ſome one of thele pre- 
tended $y/phides does not hurry 
you. to Hell, in the. middle of 
your Tranſports and- Raptures :

lius, Dornens,. Fludd; than rhe : | 


great Philippus' Aureolus T heophra- 
cus Bombſt Paracelſus de Honein- 
WT. " hems. 
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hem : and than all our Society ? 
I would believe you (Anſwe- 
red L) as ſoon, nay ſooner, than 
all theſe:. But, Dear Sir, could 
you not ſo order the buſineſs 
with the reſt of your ſociety, 
that 1 might not be obliged to: 
have Carnal knowledge of theſe 
Elementary Ladies? Away, a- 
way, ireply'd he) you have your 
own Liberty, without doubt ; 
for no-body loves, unleſs he has 
a mind to it, Few of the Sages 
have been able to defend them- 
ſelves from their charms: But it 
has been obſerved, that fome re- 
{erving themſelves wholly and en- 
tirely for great things, (as -you 
will know in time) would never 
do this honor to the Nymphs. 
I will be then of this number, 
({aid I:) But yet neither can T 
reſolve . to looſe time about the 
ceremonies. which I have heard 
a Prelate ſay, muſt be ny | 
Þ "i Y 
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by thoſe who mean to converſe 
with their Genius's. T his Pre/are 
knew not what he ſaid, (faid the 
Count ;) for you [hall {ceere long, 
that there are no Genius's there : 
and beſides, that never any Sage 
employed either Ceremonies or 
Superſtition for the familiarity 
of the Genius's, no more than 
for the People of whom we 
ſpeak. | 
The Cabaliftes do nothing, but 
by the Principles of Nature : And 
-f there are ſometimes found in 
our Books certain ſtrange words, 
charaRers, or Fumigations, *tis 
but to conceal the Philoſophical 
Principles from the Ignorant. Ad- 
mire the Simplicity of Nature, 
in al! her moſt marvellous Ope- 
rations! And in this Simplicity, 
a Harmony , and Agreement ſo 
great, ſo juſt, and ſo neceſſary, 
that it will make you return back, 
in deſpite of your ſelf, from your 
weak 
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weak Imaginations. That which 
I am now going about to tell 
you, we teach thoſe of our Dil 
ciples, which we will not ler al- 
together enter into the Sanctuary 
of Nature : and v hom we will 
nevertheleſs, not utterly deprive 
of the Society of the Elementary 
People, meerly out of the com- 
paſhon which we have for theſe 
poor wretches. | 

The $alamanders (as you have 
already, perhaps, comprehended) 
are Compoſed of the moſt fub- 

tile Parts of the Sphere of Fire, 
conglobated and organiz'd by the 
A@tion of the Univerſal Fre, 
(concerning which, 1 ſha!l one 
day entertain you further) ſo cal- 
led, becauſe it 1s principal of all 
the Motions of Nature. 

The $y/phes in like manner, 
are Compoſed' of the pureſt A- 
tomes of the Air: The —

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of the moſt delicate parts of rhe 


Water: and the Gnomes of the ſubt- 
leſt parts of the Earth. There was 


& great Proportion betwixt Adam, ' 


and theſe fo perfect Creatures ; 
becauſe they being compoſed of 


- that which was moſt pure 


in the four Elements; He | 
comprehended the perfteCtions of ' 
theſe four forts of People, and 
was their Natural King. - But 
fince the time that his ſin pre- 
cipitated him into the Excre- 
ments of the Elements, (as you 
{hali fze hereafter) the Harmo- 
ny was difordered, and there 
was no more proportion, he be- 
ing become 7mpare, and Dull, in 
relpe&t of theſe ſubſtances ſo 
What re- 
medy for this evil ? How {hall 
we remount this throne, and 
recover this loſt Soveraignty ? 
O Nature ! Why do they ſtudy 
thee ſo little? Do you not com- 
prehend 


NN had 
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prehend my Son, with what ſ1m- 


plicity nature can” render to 
man the Goods which he has 


loſt ? 


Alas ! Sir (reply'd DI am ve- 
ry ignorant. 1n all theſe; fimpli- 
cities, you . ipeak of. And yet 
(purſued he) it is very ealle to 
become knowing in them. 

If we would recover 'that Em- 
pire over the Salamanders : we 
muſt purifie and exalt the Ele- 
ment of Fire which 1s in us, and 
raiſe up the tone of this {lackned 


\ ſtring, we need do »o more, but 


concenter the Fire of the World 
by Concave Miurours in a Globe 
of Glaſs. And herein, 1s 
that great piece of Art which 
all the Ancients have ſo Rehigi- 
oully concealed, and which the 
Divine 1 heophraſt us has diſcove- 
red. There is formed in this 
Globe a Solar powder, which 
being puriked by it {elf from the 


{1xture 
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Mixture of other Elements ; and 
being prepared accordiag to art, 
omes 1n a very little time, 
Soveratgnly proper to exalt the 
Fire which is in us, and make | 
us become ( according to our | 
Phraſe) of a Fiery Nature. From | 
that time the inhabitants of the 
Sphere of Fire become our infer1- 
ors, and raviſht to ſee our mu- 
tual Harmony re-ſtabliſht, and 
that we once more approach to 
them : They have all the kindneſs 
for us which they have for their 
own Fpectes, all the reſpect which 
they owe to the Image and to 
the Lieutenant of their Creator ; 
and -all the concern which may 
make evident in them, the delire 
of obtaining by us, the immorta- 
lity which they want. *Tis true, 
that as they are more ſubtil-than 
thoſe of the other Elements, they 
live a very long time, fſo- they 
are not very forward, to 1mpor- 
| tune 
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' ruxe the Sages to make them 
* 1mmortal. You may accommo- 
* date your ſelf with one of theſe, 
if the averlion which you have 
witneſſed to me laſt not with 
you to the end : perchance, ſhe - 
will never ſpeak to you of that 
which you fear ſo much. 

It will not be ſo with the $/phs, 
the Gros, and the Nymphs ; For 
they living a les time, have more 
need of us : and fo their famili- 
arity 1s more ealie to obtain. 
You need but ſhut up aglaſs fill'd 
with Conglobated Air, Water, 
or Earth, and expole it to the 
Sun for a month ; Then ſeparate 
the Element according. to art, 
which is very eaſie to do, if it 
be Earth or Water. 'Tis a mar- 
vellous thing to lee, what a ver- 
tue every one of theſe purified 
Elements have to attract the 
Nymphes, Sylphs, and Gnomes. In 
taking but never ſo Ry

Thus 
man recovers his natural Empire, 
and can do all things in the Ele- 
ments, without Demon, or unlaw- 
ful art. Thus you lee, my: Son, 
that 'the Sages are more innocent 
than you thought. You ſay no- 
thing to me — 
I admire Sir (aid I) and I be-

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gin to fear, that you will make 
me become a Chymiſt. Ah !._ 
God preſerve thee from that, my 


' Child, (cryed he) *Tis not to 
| theſe fooleries that your Nativity 
| deſigns you, I will warrant you _

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| ontheAccommodation, which you 


on the contrary, from being; 
troubled about that: I told you 
already, That the Sages ſhew not 


| theſe things, but to thoſe whonr 
, they will not admit into their 
| Society. You ſhall have all theſe 
| Advantages, and others infinitely 


more Glorious, and more Plea- 
fant, by wayes cleerly more Phy- 
loſophical. 1 had not deſcribed 
theſe Methods to you, but to let 
you ſee the Innocence of this 
Phyloſophy, and to take you out 
of thele Panick Fears. 

I thank God, Sir, (anſwered I) 
I am not at preſent, in any ſuch 
Fear as I was even now. And 
although I do not yet reſolve up- 


pro- 
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-pole to me with the Salamazders ; | 
I cannot refrain from having the | 
Curioſity to learn how you have | 
diſcovered, that theſe Nymphs, 
and theſe Sy/phs Dye? Truly (re- | 
plyed he) they tel! us ſo, and} 
we ſee them Dye. How, (laid | 
[) Can you lee them Dye, and | 
yet your Commerce renders them | 
Immortal? That would be well, þ 
(purſued he) if the Number of | 
the Sages equalled the Number 
of theſe People : Belides that, there 
are many amons{t them, who 
rather chooſe to Dye, than ha- 
Zard by becoming Immortal, the 
being ſo unhappy as they fee | 
the Devils are. And 'tis the De- | 
vil, who. Inſpired them with 
theſ2 Opinions: for there 1s no 
Miſchief, which he doth not do, 
to hinder theſe poor Creatures 
frem becoming Immortal by our 
Allyance. Infomuch, that I look 
upon it, {and fo ought yous my 
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Son). as a moſt pernicious Temp- 
tation, and a Motion of very lit- 
tk Charity, to have this Averſion 
which you ſhew to it. 
Moreover, as concerning their 
Death, of which you ſpeak : 
What was it that obliged the O- 
racle of Apollo, to lay, That all 
thoſe who ſpeak Oracles, were 
Mortal, as well as he; as Por- 
phyrius reports? And,What think 
you, was the meaning of that 
Voyce, which was heard on all 
the Coaſt of Ttaly, and ſtruck ſo 
great a Terror into all thole who 
were upon the Sea? THE GREAT 
PAN 1S DEAD! They were 
the People of the Air; who gave 
notice to the People of the water, 
that the Chieteſt, and moſt A- 
ged of all the Sy/phs, was newly 
Dead. | 
At that time, when this Voyce 
was heard, (aid I to him) I /p- 
worſhipped

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Pan, and the Nymphs: And that 
theſe Gentlemen, whoſe Com- 
mMmerce you are Preaching of to 
me, were the Falſe Gods of the 
Heathens. 

*Tis true, my Son, (reply'd he) 


The Sages have alwayes been of 


that opinion, That the- Dev// ne- 
ver had the Power to make him- 
lelf Worſhipped. He is too Un- 
Happy, .and too Weak, ever to 
have had this Pleaſure, and this 
Authority. But he has been able 
£0 per{wade the Elementary Hes, 
£0 ſhew themſelves to Men, and 
make men erect Temples to 
them; ard by the Natural Do- 
Minion, which every one has @- 
ver the Element which he inha- 
bits, they trouble the Air, and 
«he Sea, det the Earth 'in 'Com- 
buſtion, and diſpenſe the Fire of 
Heaven, according to their Hu- 
mour: Infomuch, that they had 
20 great trouble to be taken for 
| Deztres, 
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Deities, 1o long as-the Sovereign 
Being difter'd the Salvation of. 
the World. But the Devi! ne- 
ver received all the Advantage of 
his. Malice, which he hoped he 
ſhould : For it has happened 
from thence, that. Paz,the Nymph, . 
and the reſt of the Elementary 
People, having found: the Means - 
of changing. this Commerce of 
Worſhip, into a. Commerce of 
Love; (for. you may remember, 
that amongſt: the: Antients, Parr 
was the King of thofe Gods whom 
they called 1zcabuſes, and' who. 
alwayes earneftly ſought the Acr 
quaintance of Maids) many Hea- 
thens have eſcaped the Devil, and ' 
ſhall never Burn in Hell. 

I do not well underſtand you, 
Sir, (laid I.) You have not mind- 
ed'me; to- underſtand me, (con- 
tinued he, ſmiling, and in a jees-

Myſtery of all this Part of Phy- 
tfophy, 'which concerns the Ele- 
zents; and which will take a- 
way (if you have but 'never 1o 
I1:ttle Love for your ſelf) this Re- 
pugnance-. to  Phyloſophy,, which 
you ' have witneſſed 'to''me- this 
Day ! Know then, my Son.; and 
g0 not about to divulge this-great 
Arcauum to any unworthy Igno- 
Fant, Know;'that as the: Sy/phs 
acquire 'an' Immotta}- Soul; -by 
the Allyance' which they Con- 
tract with the: Men who are Pre- 
deftinated ; fo-alſo; theMen who 
have no- Tight to Eternal Glory : 


Thoſe Miſerable Wretches, whoſe |

:'\Then,! you Gentlemen of the 
Cabal, are Fanſeniſts.likewle, (in- 
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terrup-

( anſwered I) Moſes and Elias, 
you know, Faſted forty Dayes:- 
You Sages, I make no doubt,may 
do 1t ſome tew Dayes leſs. What 
a great piece of Pulineſs would 
that be? (Replyed lie) The moſt 
Wiſe Man that ever was, the D1- - 
vine, the almoſt Adorable Para- 
celſus, affirms, that he has ſeen - 
many of the Sages Faſt Twenty 
Years, without Eating any thing 
whatſoever. He himſelf, before 
he attained to the Monarchy of 
Wildom, whereof we have juſt- - 
ly preſented him the Scepter: He, 
| I lay, 
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I ſay, would undertake to Ltrvel 
many Years without Eating, by 
taking but half a Scruple of his} 
Solar Quinreſcence. And if yau; 
would have the Pleaſure to) 
make any one Live without Vie-| 
tuals, you need do no more, but} 
prepare the Earth, as I told you} 
it muſt be prepared, for the So-| 
_ cicty of the Gnomes: This Earth | 
applyed to the Navie, and re-| 
newed when it is too dry, will | 
cauſe any one to Live without | 
Eating or Drinking.,and that with- | 
out any trouble.

{o much Pleafure at all things, 
which he had told me, as I ſhould 
have done; If I had hoped to 
have brought him back to his 
right Wits. 1 ſtudied for fome- 
thing 
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thing 'of Antiquity, to puzzle 
him with, which he ſhould not 
be able to Anſwer. For to al- 
ledge to him the Senſe of the 
Church, was in vain; he having 
declared, that he only adhered to 
the Antient Rehgion of his Fa- 
thers, the Philoſophers: And to 
have gone abqut to Convince a 
Cabalift by Reaſon, would have 
been an Enterprize altogether as 
frivolous. Befides, I cared not 
to venture on a Diſpute with a 
Man, whoſe Principles I did not 
yet underſtand. 

It came into my Mind, that: 
what he had told me, concerning 
the Faiſe Gods, in whole place he 
had fubſtituted the Sy/phs, and 
the other Elementary People,might 
be Refuted by the Oracles_ of: the 
Heathens, which the Scripture 
mentions alwayes as Dev!/s, not 
as $/phs. But for as much, as I 
did not know, if in the Senſe. of.

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dayly commit a kind of 1do/atyy, 
which is very Criminal: fince 
they preſerve with fo much Care, 
and put fo great an Eſteem upon 
Idols, which they believe the De- 
vil has heretofore made ule of, to 
make himſelf Adored. O God! 
Shall it never be known in the 
World, that Thou, from the Birth 
oi Times, haſt precipitated thine 
Enemies under thy Foot-ſtool? 
And that Thou keepeſt the De- 
vils Prifoners under the Earth; in 
Tormenting Darkneſs? T his Cu- 
riolity, ſomewhat Blame-worthy, 
of collecting on this manner, 
theſe pretended Organs. of the 
Devils, mizht becoine Innocent, 
(my Son) if they would ſuffer 
themſelves to be perſwaded, that 
the Azgels of Darkneſs have ne- 
ver been permitted to ſpeak in 
Oracles. 

I do not believe, (interrupted 
I) that it would be an cafic Mat- 
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ter to Eſtabliſh this Maxim a- 
monegſt the Wits; but it might 
be done with thoſe of ſolid Parts. 
For 1t has been not long ſince de- 
cided in a Conference, made ex- 
pres!ly on this Subje&, by the 
Wits of the higheſt Rank ; That 
all theſe pretended Oracles, were 
nothing but the Subtilty of Ava- 
ricious Prieſts amongſt the Gez- 
tils, orelfe a Politick Stratagem of 


Princes. 


Were theſe / faid the Conrt) 
Mahometans, fent on an Ambaſly 
to your King, who held this Con- 
ference, and thus decided this 
Queſtion? No, Sir, ( an{wered 
I.) Of what Religion then, were 
theſe Gentlemen, {replyed he) 


- -fince they reckon the Holy Scrip- 
tures as nothing ; which in fo ma- 
'ny' Places, make mention of fo 


many different Orac/es? And prin- 


.cipally, of the | Pythons; who 


made their Reſidence, and gave 
| out 
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out their Anſwers, by thoſe Parts 


deſigned for the Multiplication of 


the Image of God? I alledged, 
(replyed I) the Examples of 
thoſe, who diſcours'd from their 
Bellyes, and inſtanced to the 
Company, that King Saul had 
Bamiſhed them his Kingdom ; 
where nevertheleſs he found one 
who was the Fore-teller of his 
Death, whoſe Voyce had the Ad- 
mirable Power to Raiſe up $S4- 
mel at his Requeſt, and- to his 
Ruin. Yet would. not theſe Wiſe- 
-Men decide 'it otherwile,. than 
that there: were never..any.'Q- 
racles. | RG: 

If .the Scriptures did not! ſhew 
it plainly, (aid the Coz). they 
mighr-be-convinced by-all Antt- 
-quity ;:. wherein jt ' were an eaſle 
thing, to bring them a thouſand 
marvetlous Proofs. © So 'many 
Virgins, big with the Deſtiny of

Mortals, who were Deliver'dof |

| ffom,Origen,and Oecumenins ? who 


make mention of thoſe Divine

Or you-might have ſaid; for the

phoſed themſelves into all Shapes, 
according to the Pleaſure of thoſe 
who Conſulted them; —— ot 
ides 
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ſides (the Famous Oracles which | 


they gave out) had a marvellous 


Command over the Ships at Sea, | 
and a Soveraign healing Autho- | 
Fity over the moſt Incurable Dil- | 


cales. 


They would have rejeQed ail 


theſe Excellent Proofs, as Apocry- | 


phal, (ſaid I to him.) Is it (cor- 
tinued he) becauſe Antiquity 
renders them fuſpicious? You 
ſhould but have alledged the. O- 
racles, Which are ſtill: yielded 


dayly. In what Part 'of the} 


-World, (faid 1?) At Pars, (re- 
-ply'd he.) At Pars? (coryed 1) 
Yes, at Paris, (continued: he)

How 
diſcreet you are, -( interrupted 
the Court !) There is not{o much 
Harm 1n all this, as you think : 
And Providence will never per- 
mit theſe Remains of Phyloſophy, 
to be wholly Extirpated, that 
have eſcaped the miſerable Ship- 
wrack, which Truth has ſuffered;

This Spi- 
rit which $ambetha lodged in her 
Boſom, was not then a Dew, 
nor her Apollo a Falle God, ſeeing 
that 1dolatry did not begin till a 
long time after the Diviſion of 
Languages: And it would be ve- 
ry abſurd, to Attribute to the 
Father of Lyes, thoſe ſacred Books 
of the Sybi/s, and all the Proofs 
of the True Relipion, which the 
Fathers have drawn from them.

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vided againſt himſelf. For, Would 
it be the way to make him Ado- 
red, to ſay, that there is but one 
God ?

You may ſee then, (my Son) 
that if the Being of Him who ts 
calied by way of Excel! lence, the:

But if it be not the Dev2/, aid 
I to him ) either Lying out of the 
Wantonneſs of his Heart, or tel- 
ling Truth by Conſtraint, when 
he {peaks of God; To what then 
will.your Cava/ attribute all theſe 
Oracles, Whici you maintain, have 
been really given forth? Is 1t to 
an Exhalatton of the Earth, as 4- 
riftotle, Cicero, and Platarch ſup- 
pole? No ſuch thing, my Child, 
(laid the Co. wat ) Th anks to the 
I ” 
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Sacred Cabal, 1 have not my Ima- 
gination clouded to ſach a De: 
gree. How? (replyed I) Do you 
Eſteem this Opinion ſo Phana- 
tick? The Favourers of it, are 
Perſons of clear Senſe: They are 
not, my Child, I can aflure you, 
of this Judgment, (continued he) 
It is impoſhble, to attribute to 
this Exhaltion, all what has pal- 
{ed in theſe Oracles. As for Ex- 
ample; That Man (ſpoken of by 
Tacitus) who appeared ina Dream 
to the Prieſts of Hercules's Temple 
in Armezia, and commanded them 
to get them Horſes ready for Hun- 
ting. Thus far might it have been 
an Exhalation: But when theſe 
Courſers Teturned at Night quite 
tyred, and their Quivers emptied 
of all their Arrows; and that 
the next Morning, there were 
found as many Beaſts kil'd in the 
Forreſt, as they. had put Arrows 
Into their Quivers: You muſt 
| COII -. } 
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confeſs, that it could not be an 
Exhaltion, that could work this 
Effet. It could leſs be the De- 
v1/ ; for that would be to have 
a Notion not at all Reaſonable, 
nor Cabaliſtick, of the Miſery of 
the Enemy of God, to think, that 
he were permitted to divert him- 
ſelf with Courſing of Hares, and 
wild-Beaſts. 

To what then (ſaid I to him ) 
does: the Sacred Cabal attribute all 
this? Hold (anſwered he) be- 
fore I diſcover this Myſtery to 
you, I muſt cure your Spirits of 
this Fancy, with which they may 
be prepoſleſied, concerning this- 
pretended Exhalation; for me- 
thought, that you cited with an 
Emphaſis, Ariftotle, Plutarch, and 
Cicero: You might likewiſe have 
cited Famblicus, who, as great a 
Wit as he was, was ſome time 
in this Error; which neverthe- 
leſs, he ſoon. quitted, _ 
= 1aG-- 
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1d better examined the Matter in 
the Book of Myſfterzes. 
__Petrus Aponins, Pomponactns, Le- 
vinins, Sirenius, and Lucilins Va- 
minis, are infinitly pleaſed to have 
found this Defe& in any of the 
Antients, All theſe pretended 
great Wits, who when they 
ipeak of Divine things, rather 
lay what they deflire, than 
what they know; they will not 
allow POy thing Supernatural to 
be in Oracles, for tear of acknow- 
tedging ſomething above man, 
They are fo afraid, to have a 
Ladder made them to Climb up 
to God; that they dare not ac- 
knowledge by degrees, theſe 
Spiritual Creatures: they rather 
chooie to build one, to Deſcend 

by it into nothing. Inſtead of 
raiſcing themſelves up towards 
| Heaven, they Creep down into 
the Earth : and inſtead of mans 
{earching among the SUPErIOur 
G= 
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Beings, for the Cauſe' of theſe 
Tranſports, which carry - him 
above himſelf, and make him 
in a manner a Divinity, they 
weakly Attribute to impower- 
ful Exhalation. This force of 
penetrating into what 15 to come, 
of aciſcovering things con- 
 ceaPd, and Advancing himſelf 
up, even to the higheſt Secrets 
of the Divine Eſſence. 

Such is the miſery of Man; 
when the Spirit of Contradicti- 
on, and Humor of Tg con- 
rrary to others, does poſſeſs him ! 
Far off from attaining his Ends, 
he runs himſelt into a miſt, and 
loles himſelf, Theſe Libentinns 
will not ſubje& men toSubſtances, 
leſs material than himſelf, and 
yet, ſubject him to an Exhala- 
tion: And without EOS 
that there 1s no parallel between 
this Chymerick Smoke, and the 
Soul of man, between this Va- 
Pour

pour and future things, between 
this frivolous Cauſe, and theſe 
miraculous EffeQs. It ſuffices them | 
to be {ingular, to believe, that | 
they are reafonable; *Tis enough | 
for them to deny Spirits, and | 
allo to uphold the power of 
them. 

Then does ſingularity ſo much 
diſpleaſe you, Sir ? (interrupted I) 
Ah my %on! (ſaid he to me) 
*is the Peſt of good ſenſe, 
and the ſtumbling-block of the 
oreateſt Wits. A1ri#otle as great 
a Logrrizn as he was, knew not 
how to avoid this intection, or 
phantaſy - of ſingularity, much 
lefs thole whom it works up- 
on as violently as him; He could 
not avoid (I ay) puzling: himſelf, 
nor knew he how to get clear 
again. He ſays 1n his Book of The 
Generation of Animills, and in his 
Atorals, That the Wit and Un-' 
derſtanding of a man comes to 
F | hin 
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him from without, and that it 
cannot come to us from our Fa- 
ther, and by the ſpirituality of 
the operations of our Soul, he 
concludes, that it is of another 
nature, than this material com- 
poſition which 1t Animates, and 
whereof the groſene!'s does but 
cloud the ſpeculations, not at all 
contributing to their Production. 
Blind Ariſtotle! ſince that accor- 
ding to your ſenſe, our materi- 
al Compoſition cannot be the 
f{ource of our ſpiritual Thoughts, 
what do you mean, that a weak 
Exhalation, can be the cauſe of 
moſt ſublime Thoughts, and of 
the Raptures wherewith the Phy- 
thians were leized, when they 
thus gave out their Oractes. You 
may eaſily ſee (my Child) that 
this great Wit Came {hort; and 
that his Singularity was the 
Cauſe of it. You reaſon very 
juſtly, Sir, (aid I to him, be- 
it ing 
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ing infinitly pleaſed to hear at laſt, 
that he ſpake very good Senſe ; 
and hoping Folly was. not an | 
incureable evil) I would. to God Þþ 
that {+ | 
. Platarch,though otherwiſe ſolid, | 
(continued he, interrupting me) | 
in his Dialogue, 1s ſorry, that | 
the Oracles were Ceas'd. He 
Objects. convincins...: reaſons , 
which he tieaves unreſolved. 
Why does he not anſwer, to 
what 1s ſaid? That if it.be an 
Exhalation, which is cauſe 
of this Traniport, all thoſe who 
approach . the . Prophetick . Tripos, 
would be ſeized with an Enthu- 
fiaſme ; and not one Maid oniy, and 
ſhe alſo.muſt be. a Virgin. But 
how could this. Voice make an 
Articulate, Sound, through the 
Belly ? . Moreover, : this .Exhala- 
tion 1s a Natural Cauſe, and, of 
neceſſity, muſt work its Eftect 
regularly, and always; Why 
then 
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then 15gnot this Maid inſpir'd, 
but then when ſhe 1s conſulted ? 
And-what is more to the Purpoſe ? 
Why has the Earth ceaſed to 
vent thoſe Divine Vapors? Is 
it leſs Earth, than it was? Has 
it received other Influences ? 
Hath it other Rivers, and other 
Seas? Who elle has thus open'd 
its Pores, or chang'd its Na- 
eEUTC. | 
I admire Pomponacins, Lnclins, 
and other Libertizes, for having 
taken this Idza of Plutarch, and 
left the manner whereby he ex- 
plains it. He ſpake more Judici- 
ouſly, than Czcero and Ariſtotle, 
as. being a Man of good Reaſon: 
But not knowing what to. con- 
clude of all theſe Oracles, after 
a tedious irreſolution, he gives 
his Opinion, that: this Exhalat1- 
on which he believed came out of 
the Earth, was a moſt Divize $pi- 


ri. Sg: he Attributed to the D:- 


V1nty, 
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wvinity, theſe Motions, and thefe 
extraordinary Lights of the Pri- 
efteſſes of Apollo. This Divinine | 
Vapour (lays he) 7s a moſt Divine | 
Breath, and a moit Holy *pirit, 
Pomponacins, Lucilius, and the Mo- 
dern Athiſts, do not conclude it 
in this phraſe of Speech, which 
ſuppoſes a Divinity, Theſe Ex- 
halations (ſay they) were of the 
nature of thoſe Vapours which 
infeſted the Hypocondriacks, who - 
—_ Languages which they un- 

erftood not. But Fernelius Te- 
futes theſe Impious rretches ve- 
ry well, by proving, that the 
Bile, which is a ſmarting humour, 
cannot cauſe this diverſity of Lan- 
guages, which is one of the moſt 
marvellousEfteQs of conſideration, 
and an Artificial Expreſſion of our 
thoughts. Nevertheleſs he has | 
decided the point but imperfect- 
ly; when he has ſubſcribed to 
P/ellins, and all thoſe who have 


not 
% 
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not penetrated deep enough in- 
to our holy Phyloſophy. Not 
knowing where to find the cau- 
ſes of theſe ſo unapprehenlible 
Effects. He has imitated the Wo- 
men and N#zzs, and attributed 
them to the Devil. To what then 
mulſt they be attributed, (faid I 
to him) for I have been long 
expecting this Cabaliftique ſe- 
cret. 

Plutarch allo has very well ob- 
ſerved (faid he tome) and he had 
done well, ifhe had ſtopped there. 
This irregular manner of explain- 
ing it felf by an indecent Organ, 
not being grave enough, nor be- 
fitting the Majeſty of the Gods 
(faid this Pagan) and that which 
the Oracles did fay, ſurpaſſing al- 
ſo the power of the Soul of Man; 
Thofe have rendred a great ſer- 
vice to Phyloſ:-phy, who have 
eſtabliſhed mortal creatures be- 
tween the Gods and Men, to 
whom 
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whom might be imputed all that 
which ſurpaſſes humane weaknels, 
and which approaches not to the 
Divine Granduer. 

This'1s the opinion of all the An- 
cient Phyloſophy. The Platoriſts 
and Pythagorians took it from the 
Egyptians, and they from Foſeph 
the Patriarch,. and from the. He- 
brews, who dwelt in Eygypt be- 
fore their paſſage through - the 
.Red-Sea. The Hebrews called theſe 
ſubſtances which are: between an 
Angel and & Man, Sada/m: and 
.the' Greeks tranſpoſing the: Silla» 
bles, and adding two Letters, cal- 
led them Diamoras. Thele Demons 
according to the antient Phyloſo- 
phers, were ap Aerial People, 
bearing rule over ' the Elements, 
Mortal, ingendring and multiply- 
ing : unknown in this Age, by 
by thoſe who make butlittle ſearch 
after Truth 1n her ancient Dwel- 
ling, that is to fay, © in the £442 
an 
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and mn -the Theology of the He- 
brews, who had found outamongit 
them the particular art of enter- 
taining this Aerial Nation, and 
of converſing with all the inha- 
bitants of the Air. — ON 
Why, Look ye here, Sir; you 
are. come again to your Sy/phes 
{1nterrupted I) yes my Son (con- 
tinued he) The Teraphim of the 
Fews, -was nothing but the cere- 
mony which was to be obſerved 
for this commerce ; and the Few 
Micha who complained in the 
Book of Judzes, that they had ta- 
ken away his Gods, crys not but 
for the loſs of a little Statue in 
which the Sy/phes entertained him. 
The Gods which Rache! ſtole from 
her Father was allo a Teraphim. 
Micha and Laban were neither re- 
proved of Idolatry, and, Jacob 
would never have been perſwa- 
. ded to live forty Years with an 
Idolater, nor have eſpouſed his 
Daveh- 
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Daughter, it was but,a Com- 
merce with the $y/phes ache we 
know by tradition, that the $Sy- 
nagoge was permitted this com- 
merce, and the Idolatry of Davids 
Wite was but a Teraphin, by fa- 
vour of which ſhe entertained the 
Elementary People. For you may 
well imagine that the Prophet 
after Gods own Heart, would 
not. have ſuffered Idolatry in his 
Houſe. 

Theſe Elementary Nations, fo 
long as God deferred the Salva- 
tion of the World, by puniſhment 
of the firſt Sin, took pleaſure to ex- 
plain to men through the Oractes, 
what they knew of God ; to teach 
them to live Sonys to give them 
moſt ſage and proffitable councels, 
ſuch as thoſe which we find in P/- 
tarch,and in all the Hiſtorians. But 


. ſince that God took pitty of the 


World, and would himſelf be- 


come its DoCtor, theſe little Ma- 
ſters 
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Rers retired themſelves, and hence 
proceeded the Silence of the 0- 


 Þ racles. 


| The reſult then, of all your dif- 
 Þ courſe, Sir (aid I) is, that there 

| have certainly been Oracles, and 

| that it was the Sy/phs who delive- 
ted them, and who ſtill do yeild 
| them dayly in Dri»king Glaſſes, 
or Looking Glaſſes. The $y{phs, - or 
the Salamanders, the Gnomes or the 
Undians (replyed the Count) If it 
be ſo, ({aid DU All the Elementary 
People are very diſhoneſt. Why 
ſo ({aid he?) Why, was there e- 
| ver ſuch knavery ſeen (purſued I 
as all thoſe anſwers in a dou- 
ble ſence, which they always 
gave out? Always, (replyed he ?) 
nono, notalways. That $y/phide 


who appeared to 0. Curtius Rufus | 


the Roman in Africa, at the Town 
of Adrimetum, who fore - told 
to him that he ſhould one day 
-attain to the dignity of Proconſwl :

ro adore Thy Diſpenſations. we burn 
with the Deſire of poſſeſſing Thee. 
O Father ! O Mother, the tende- 
reit of Mothers! O admirable Ex- 
ample, of the Paſſions and Tender- 
eſs of Methers! O Son, the Flow- 
er of all Sons! O Form of all 
Forms ! Soul, Spirit, Harmony, and 
Number of all Things | 


What ſay you to this Prayer 
of the Salamarnders? Is it not ve- 
ry Wile, very Lofty, and very 
Devout? And likewiſe very Ob- 
ſcure, (anſwered I) I once heard 
a Preacher paraphraſe upon this ; 
and he proved by it.that the Dew, 
beſides the other Vices which he 
has, 1s above all, a great Hypo- 

crite. 
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crite. Alas! (crycd the Count) 
Then, What Recourſe have ye, 
to betake your ſelves to, O ye 
poor Elementary People! Ye tell . 
Marvels of the Nature of God, 
Of the Father, Of the Sox, Of the 
Holy Ghoſt; Of the Afſittant .In- 
telligences, Of Angels,. and Of 
the Heavens! Ye make admira- 
ble Prayers, . and ye teach them ' 
to Men: And yer after all, ye 
are but Fiends and Hypocritecs !. 
Sir, (interrupted I) you do me 
no pleaſure at all, in invoking; on 
this manner, this ſort of People: 
Alas, my Son! (continued he) 
Be not troubled, that I call upon 
them ; but that your weakneſs hin- 
ders you from admiring hereafter, 
that you ſaw not ſo many Examples, 
as you will. wiſh you had done, 
of their Alliance with Men. .. Alas !. 
Where 1s the Women, whole 1- 
magination your.DoE@ors have not 


Corrupted ; - ſo much, as that 
= 5 ihe 
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ſhe thinks not but with Horror, 
on this Commerce ; and trembles 
at the very Aſpect of 'a S1phe 1 ? 
Where is the Man, who yes not 
from the Sight of them, if he 
pretends but never fo little to be 
a virtuous honeſt Man? How 
rarely do we find a Man of worth, 
who defires their Familiarity ? 
Nor are there any but Debauched 
Perſons, or Covetous, or Ambit:- 
ous, or Impoſtors, who ſeck for 
this Honour; which yet they 
{hall never attain to, I aſſure you : 
For, The Fear of m Lord, ts the 
Beainnimng of Wijdg:s 
What then (id 1) {hall be- 

come cf all thelc Airy Peopie, 
ſince all ſuch as are Honeſt, are 
10 ſet againſt them? Well, (ſaid he) 
The Arme of God #s not ſbortned 
and the Devz! (hall not draw to 
himſelf, all 'the Advantages, he 
hopes for, {rom the Ignorance and 
Error, W hich lic bas vented to 
their 
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their Pre) judice : For beſides the 
Philoſeobers , who are . a great 
number, and remedy it the beſt 
they can, Þy utterly Renouncing 
Women; God has permitted all 
theſe People, to uſe all Inno- 
cent Arts, which they can con- 
trive, to converſe with Men, 
without their Knowledge. What 
do you tel me, Sir ? (cryed T) 
T tell you Truth, (purſued he) 
Do you believe, that a Doz may 
have Children by a Woman? 

No, /anſ{wered [.) Nora 2 \npky ? 

(ac ddc d he) Neither ended] J 
Nor a Bear ? cont: inued he) Net- 


ther Dog, nor Afnzrey, nor Bear, 
(ſaid I to Tok 'for that 1s im- 
poſſible, v. ithour all doubt: *Tis 


againſt Nature, againit Realon, 
and againft Common Senſe. Ve- 
ry gocd, (faid the Cort) But 
are not the kings of the Goth: on 
{cend cc from a Ber, and 2 $- 


ajb Princels? Tis true, (lai 
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the Hiſtory ſayes it. And were not 
the Pegufians, and Sy9ians of 1#dia, 
(reply'd he) Born from a Dog, anda 
Woman? TI have read that too, 
(laid I to him.) And had not 
that Porrugeſs Woman, (continu- 
ed he) who was expoſed in a De- 
fart 1Pazd, Children by a great 
Anunkhey? Our Divines, Sir, (aid 
I) anſwer to that, That the De- 
vil, taking the Shape of theſe 
Beaſts You are going to al 
ledge again, ( interrupted the 
Count) the Nonſenſical Ima: J10A- 
tions of your Authors. Pray, 
comprehend once for all, that the 
Sylphes, ſeeing th emſelycs taken 
for Devils, when they appear in 
Human Shape, to diminiih this 
Averſion, which 1s had againit 
them, take the Shaves of theſe 
Beatts; and fo aderefs themſelves 
to the wanton Frailty of Women ; 
who' are afirighted at a Lovely 
Sylphide, but not at a Dez, or 
21 aa k OY, 
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Aunkey. 1 could tell you many 
Tales of your little 5olognia7 Dogs, 
and certain pretty Ladyes in the 
World : But I have a greater 
Secret to teach you. 

Know, my Son, that many a 
one thinks himlſclf the Son of a 
Man, Who 1s the Son of a Sy/phe. 
Another thinks, that he is in Bed 
with his Wife ; and without ever 
knowing it, he Immortalized a 
Sylphe. This Woman luppoles, 
that ſhe 1s rs her 1f- 
band; and ſhe is Hugging be- 
twixt her Arms, os: 
And that Grle durſt fear when 
{he awakes, that ſhe is a Yirein; 
that has tiad in her Sleep, an 
Honour that ſhe little dreamt on. 
So the Devil, and the 12norants, 
are — abuſed. 

, Claid i). But could not 
the bye a vaken that ſleeping 
Maid, to hinder this £2laz2ander 
from becoming Immortal? He 
could 
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could do' it, (replyed the Connr) 
if the S4zes did not take an or- 
der for that: But we teach all 
theſe People, the way to bind 
the Dewv//s, and to make Oppo- 
ſition to their ſubril Endeavours, 
Did I not tell you, the other day, 
That the $Sy/phes, and the other 
Lords of the Elements, were ve- 
ry Happy, when we ſhed them 
the Cabal? Were it nct tor us, 
the Devil, their great Enemy, 
would ſorely diſquiet tnem; and 
they wou'd be hard put to it, to 
Immortaiize thernſelves, without 
the Maids knowing 1t. 

I cannot (replyed I) ſuilicient- 
ly admire the profound I-norance 
we live in: We always believed, 
that the Powers of the Air, do 
often aftift Lovers, in attaining 
what they delired: Andit ſeems, 
the thing is clearly otherwiſe; For 
the Powers of the Air, have need 
of the Aſiſtance of Mcn, to ſerve

as you fay, my Son, (purlued 
the Connt) The Sages give Suc- 
cour to theſe poor People: with- 
out them, Alas, too unhappy, and 
too feeble, to reſiſt the Dew:

us, to pronounce Cabaliſtickly 
the powerful Name of NEH- 
MAHMIHAH: and to joyne 
in form, with the moſt delicious 
Name ELI1AEL, all the Powers 


of Darkneſs, take their Flight : 


and the Sy{phe enjoyes peacably, 
that which he Loves. 

So was that ingenious 5S7/phe 
immortalized, who took upon 
him the ſhape of the Lover of a 
Lady of Sevi! ; The Hiſtory 1s 
well enough known. The Young 
Spaniſh Lady was faire ; but as 
Cruel, as Fair. A C://7 Hlian Gentle- 
214a, Who loved her to no pur- 
poſe, took a Reſolution one morn- 
ing, to leave her, without ſpeak- 
| 1NT 
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ing to her; and to Travel, till 
ſuch time as he ſhould be cured 
of his unprofitable paſſion. A 
Syiphe finding this Fare oze to his 
lIikeing, thought it his beſt courſe, 
to lay hold on this opportunity ; 
and Arming himſelt with . all 
that, which one of our Sages had 
taught him,to defend himſelf with, 
againſt the Stratagems, which the 
Devil, envious of his good for- 
tune, might contrive for the diſap- 
pointing him.. He goes to ſee the 
Gentlewoman taking the ſhape 
of her ablent Lover. tie com- 
plaines, ſighs, and 1s repulſed : 
He preſles, he Sollicites, he per- 
ſevercs. After many Months, he 
works upon her, makes himſelf 
beloved ; he perſwades ; andin 
fhort, is happy. There was born 
from their Loves, a Son, whok 
Birth was kept ſecret ; and the 
Addreſſe of this Aeryal Lover, 
managed privately, from the 
knowledge 
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knowledge of her Parents. The 
Love continues ; and ſhe is. blef- 
{cd with a ſecond Great Belly. 
In the mean time, the Gentle- 
man cured by Abſence, comes 
back, to Sev/; and impatient 
to ſee his inhumane Miſtreſſe a- 


gin, Makes all the haſt he could 


to tell her; That ar laſt, he is in 
a condition of Diſpleaſing her no 
more ; and that he is come to 
declare to her, that he had done 


Loving her. 


Imagine, if you pleafe, the A- 
ftoniſhment of this young Wo- 
man ; Her Tears, her Reproaches, 
and their Surprizing Dralogue : 
She affirmes, that {he has made 
him happy : Which he denys, 
And wouid have reminded him, 
that their Child was in ſuch a 
place ; that he is the Father of it; 
and that ſhe is bigg of another, 
which he 1s alſo Father of. He 
is obſtinate, to diſown all. She 
Throws 
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Throws her ſelf againſt the 
ground, and Teares her Haares : 
The Parents come running 1n at 
her Crys, the deſperate Lover 
continues her Complaints, and 
Invectives. The Gentleman pro- 
duces Teſtimony, that he had 
been abſent the ſpace of two years. 
The frit Child 1s ſought for, and 
found ; and the ſecond was born 
in the right Term. 

And what part plaid the Airy- 
Lover, (interrupted T) all this 
while? I ſee well enough, (an- 
1ſwered the Count) that you are 
diſpleaſed, that he ſhould forſake 
his Miſtreſſe, leaving her to the 
Rigour of her Parents, and to 
the Fury of the Inquiſitors. But 
he had reaſon to complain of her : 
She' was' not devout enough ; for 
when theſe Gentlemen immorta- 
11ze themſelves, they work ſerioul- 
ly, and live very holily ; That they 
tooſe not the Right, which they 
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came to . acquire of Soveraign 
good : So- they. would have the 
perſon, to Whom they - are al- 


lied, live with exemplary 1nno- 


cence : as may be ſeen, in that Fa- 
mous Adventure of 4 Tozng Lora 
of Bavaria, 

He was not to be' comtorted 
for the Death of his Wife, whom 


he loved paſſionatly ; A Sy/phide 


was adviſed by one of our Sages, 
to take upon her the ſhape of 
this Woman : She was perſwa- 
ded to it, and” preſents her ſelf 
to the afflitted young Man, fay- 


ing : That God had ratſed her 
from the dead again, to comfort 
him in his extream AMiction. 
They lve together many years, 


and had many: Lovely Children 
together : But the young Man 


was not ſo honeſt, as he ſhould 


be, to retain his diſcreet Sy/phiae. 
He {wore, and ſpoke lewd un- 


civil Words : She reproved him 


{ome- 
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ſometimes. But ſeeing that her 
Cautions were unproftab'e, ſhe 
vaniſhed one day from him, and 
lett him nothing bur her Cloaths, 
and the Repentance of his not 
having followed her Holy Coun- 
cels. Thus you ſee (my Son) 
that the $y/phes have ſometimes 
reaſon to vaniſh away : And you 
ſee, that the Devi! cannot hin- 
der, any more than your Capri- 
cious DoCtors, the People of the 
Elements, that they ſhould not la- 
bour, with ſucceſs, to their immor- 
tality, when. they are aſſiſted by 
lome of our Sazes. 

But, in good-earneſt, Sir, ({aid 
I) Are you perſwaded; that the 
Devil 1s 1o great an. Enemy, to 
theſe Suborners of Pretty Matders ? 
A mortal Enemy, ({aid the Count) 
eſpecially ro Sy/phes, Nymphs, 
and S4lamanders. But, as for the 
Gnomes or Pharyes, he does not hate 
them ſo much, becauſe they, as.I 

believe, 
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believe, you have heard ſay, af- 
frighted by the Terrible diftractt- 
on, which the Dew:/*s make in 
the Center of the Earth, chooſe 
rather to live Mortals, than run 
the Riſque of being ſo Tormented, 
if they ſhould acquire Immorta- . 
lity. Hence it comes to pals, 
that the Gromes, and the Dewil”s 
their Neighbours, have a very 
great Commerce. They per- 
{wade theſe Gnomes, who are na- 
turally great Friends of Man, that 
it is to do him great ſervice, 
and to deliver him from great 
perril, in obliging him to re- 
nounce this Immortality. By 
this, they ingage therh to furniſh 
him, whom they can per{ſwade to 
this Renunciation, with all the 
mony which he ſhall demand ; 
To prevent the dangers, which 
might threaten his life, during a 
certain time, or ſome ſuch other 
Condition, as ſhall beſt _ 
eng 
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the Man or Woman, with whom 
they. make. this unhappy Com- 
pact. So the Devil, wicked as

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Mercy, in the Juſtice which God 
exerciſes againſt ſinners in Hell. 
Since it 1s a great favour not to 
conſume them in the Fire which 
burns them. To be Nothing, is 
a greater Miſery, than to be in 
Hell : This is the Dottrine, which 
the Sages Preach to the Gnomes, 
when they call them together, 
to make them underſtand, what 
an Injury they do themſelves, to 
prefer Death before Immortality : 
and Nothing, before the Hope of 
Eternal Happyneſs; which they 
juitly might lay claim to, if they 
would ally themſelves with men, 
and not Solicite theſe Criminal 
Renunciations.

Theſe are thoſe Revel- 
lings, and Tokens of Joy, whict 
Ariſts telay S,were heard 1 IN CCrtailn 
Hinds - where nevertaeleis, they 
could not ſee any Body. The 
Great Orphers was the firſt, who 
convocated the $oubterraiecy Peo-. 
ple: Art his firft Sermon, S$ab fs 
the Antienteft of the Grey, Was 
Immortaiized ; farF it was from 
this Sab1ſizs, that this Aflembly 
took 1ts Name ; In which the $2: 
zes addreſſed their Diſcourſcs to 
him, ſo long as he Lived: As 1t 
PPEATS IN the Hymas Of the -Di- 
vine Orphens, T he Ignorant have 
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confounded theſe Things; and 
taken occaſion to make a thou- 
{and Impertinent Stories, and to 
deſcribe an Aſſembly, which we 
convoque not, but to the Glory of 
the Soveraien Being. 

I did never imagine, that this 
Sabbath (ſaid I to him) had been 
an Aflembly for Devotion - Yet 
it is (continued he) a moſt Holy, 
and moſt Cabal:tick one: Which 
the World will not ealily be per- 
i{waded to.

The Famous Cabaliit Zeze- 
chizs, was moved in his Spirit, 
in the Reign of your King Pc- 
in, to Convince the World, that 
the Elements are Inhabited by 
all theſe People, whoſe Nature 1 
have been deliking to you.

Sec 
this-in the Firft Chipter of the Ca- 
pitarres of theſe tivo Emperors. 
The Sy!phs, ſeeing the People, 
the Pedirts, and the Crowned 


Heads alſo, thus taking up Arms 


againſt them, reſolved ro make 
them loſe this Evil Opinion, which 
they had of their Innocent Fleet ; 
and. to manifeſt themſelves whol- 
ly and clearly to Men in all Pla- 
ces; to let them ſee their Beau- 
tiful- Wives, their Common- 
Wealth, and their Government : 
and then to come down into the 
Earth, in divers Parts of the 
World.

Fees, were 
Sylphides and Nymphs. Have Your 
read thele Stories of Hc&yoes and 
Fees ? No, Sir, (faid I to him.) 

I am ſorry for it (continued 
he) for they would have given 
you ſome 1dez of the State, to: 
which the '$279es have reſolved 
one day to reduce the World. 
Thoſe Heroick men, thoſe amours 
_ of the Ni#7yhs, thoſe 1Ournies to 
the Terreſtial Paradice, thole in- 
chanted Pallaces and Groves, and- 
and all thoie charming adventures 
which there we read of, are but: 
2'little 74:2 of the life which the 

Sages lead, and of what the World 
ſhall be, when they {hall make 
Wiſdom raion therein. : None 
ſhall be ſeen there but 7: oe 
the meancſt of our Cluldren, ihall- 
| ha: VS 
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have the force of Zoroaffter, Apol- 
ains, or Melchiſedeck, and the 
oreateſt part of them,. ſhall be 
accompliſhed as the Children 

which 44am: had had by Eve 1t he 
had not ſinned with her. 

Did you not tell me Sir (in- 
terrupted IT) that God would not 
that Adam and Eve ſhould have had 
Children; that Adam ſhould only 
have meddled with the Sy/phides, 
and that Eve ſhould not ſo much 
as think on any but the Sy/phs, or 
theSa/amanders ? *Tis true (laid the 
Count) they ought not to have 
got Children, by thatway which 
they did. Does your Cava! then 
&ir (continued T) teach ſome in- 
vention for Man and: Woman to 
make Children otherwiſe than 
by the ordinary Method ? Yes, be- 
ieve me, does it (Anſwered he). 
I beſcech you Sir (purſued I) do- 
me the fayour to teach it me. 
Hold, Sir, you ſhall not know 
that 
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that to day, an't pleaſe you. (Said 
he to me ſmiling) I'will revenge- 
the People of: the Elements, on. 
you, for having had lo great trou-- 
ble to undeceive. you, of their be- 
ing thought Devils. I doubt not 
but you are now come out of 
your Panick. fears.. I leave you 
therefore, to give you leaſure to 
meditate, and' deliberate before 
God, which ſpecies of Elementa- 
ry ſubſtances, it will be prope- 
reſt for his Glory, and for yours, . 
- make {harer of your Immorta- 
ItY. 

I ſhall go, inthe meantime, to- 
recolle& my ſelf a little, in order 
to the diſcourſe which you have: 
put me upon making to theGromes, 
to night, Do you go (laid I) 
do expound to them, ſome Chap- 
ter of Averroes, TI believe ({aid 
the Count) that from thence might 
be drawn a very good ſubject; 
for I have a delign to preach to 
them 
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chem of the excellence of Man, 
to induce them to leek_ out for 
an alliance with us.. And Aver- 
roes after Ariſtotle. has held two 
things, which it would .be. well 
that I ihould clear. The. one is 
of the nature of the underſtand- 
ing, & the other is of the Severezgz 
Good.. He ſays, that there 1s but 
one ſole Underftanding Created, 
which is the Image of the Uncre- 
ated, and that this only Under- 
ſtandinz ſuffices for all men : This 
requires. explanation. And. con- 
cerning the Soveraign good, 4 
verroes lays, that it conliits in the 
converſation of Angels ; which is 
not Cabaliitick enouzn. For Man 
during this life, may, and is Cre-. 
ated to enjoy God, as you. will 
ere long perceive ; and as you will 
make tryal of, when you. ſhall 
be 1n..the Rank of the Sages. 
So ended the Diſcourſe with 
tlic Count of Gabalis, He.came 
again 
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3gain- the next -morning, and 
brought me the Sermon which 
he had made to the $-bterranear 
People: "Tis very marvellous! 1 
would give it you, with the re- 
mainder of the entertainment 
which a Yiſcounte/s and Thad with 
this great. Man, 1t I were ſure 
that all my Readers had a right 
underſtanding, and would not 
take it 111, that I ſhould divertile 
my ſelf at the expence of Fools. 
If I ſee that they will oblige my 
Book, as much as 1t will do others : 
and that they do not do me the 
unjuſtice to ſuſpect me, as though 
[ would give credit to the ſecret 
Sciences under pretence of making 
them: Ridiculous; I may conti- 
nue to make my ſelf merry with 
the Count of Gaba//s, and ſud- 
dainky give you another I ome.

Have ventur'd to Travuſlate, at my 
vacant Hours, (being much affet- 
ed at the odd Curioſity of the Ca» 
baliſtick Sciences) this Trat, 

ſomewhat reſembling a Philoſophick Ro- 
mance, 4s Fabulous and Weak, as an: 
O14 Monk's Legend. JU» it, you will- 
find the Cabaliſt ro be a miſerable Blind 
Creature, fit for a Dog and a Bell; 
yet in his own Conceit, more ſeeing than 
all the World, and beſt qual:fyed for the 
Office of a Gnide: Much Devored to 
zale Traditions; by which crooked Line, 
he meaſures Religion and Reaſon: A 

reat Hater of Women ; yet much ad- 
ditted to Yenery, in a Philoſophick. 
Way, 1n a word, A.Creature of _ 
Ghote 
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Choler, and little Brains. The Mad- 
neſs of him, may make you Langh; but 
his Folly, will jometemes grieve you. 

T preſume, none but & French-Man, 
would at firſt, have taken the pains to 
Collett, and give ſuch Credit to theſe 
Cabaliftick Woaymſeys, as my Author 
ſeems to do : That Nation being ſo Airy, 
and ſo Amcronus, may boaſt it felf, if it 
pleaſe, ſprung from the Sylphes, thoſe 
Brisk [nhabitants of the Air, mentioned 
n this fare- going Treatiſe, I ſhall not 
envy them, if they ſay, Pharamond, the 
Founder of their Kingdom, was Begot by 
the Salamander Oromaſis, or any othcr 
ef his Fiery Succeſſors; who for his 
GLORY only, ſhall make offenſrue 
Wars upon his peaceful Neighbors ; and 
whil*(t he Lives, ſhall be the Incendtary of 
Europe, to gain after Death, the Name 
of Nimrod, a Mighty Hunter: That 
Wations may be ſaid, like Hares, to 
have fled before him. Tet, to the Com- 
fort of an Engliſh-Man, the Greek H:- 
ſtorians tell us, That Kerxes, who ſayl- 
ed upon the Continent, and walked up- 
6 the Deep; who was ſo imprudent, as 
to whip Neptune, and to bluſter with 
the North-Wind; was at laſt, eafily 
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beaten by the People ; who truſicd, by 
the Order of Providence, in Wooden- 
Walls. But, as to this Cabaliſtick 
Diſcourſe, which my French-Man has 
gathered for us, with preterice of detie 
aing it ; but indeed aves not, to much 
purpoſe; ſeeming rather, like ſome Ha- 
vitual Lyar, by long Continuation wn 
Falſhood, not to cbſerve it ; It may not 
be unfit to anſwer its vais Hypotheſis, 
from Authorsz as it pretends to defend 
it felf, FT abuſe of them. 

Heathen Writers, both Philoſophers 
and Ports, never make mention, but of 
two Jntclleftual Beings, beſides the Gods ; 
viz. the Demi- Gods, and the Souls of 
Men. The Semidet were always eftcem- 
ed by them Immortal, from the good 
Pleaſure of Jupiter ; whom Plato intro- 
a@uces, fpeaking to them thus : Vos qQui- 
dem, Immortales cfic non poteſtis, ſed 
mea poteſtate Immortales eritis, You 
indeed may be Mortal z but through 
my good Pleafure, you ſhall” be Im- 
mortal. As to the Souls of Men, be- 
cauſe upon ſolid Reaſons, they could nat 
deny their Immyrtality; and ſince they 
were not abic rs underſtand the Circume 


ſtances of our fiture State, they were 
E neceſs 
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neceſſitated ( not knowing how to diſpoſe 
of the Souls of Men after Death) euher 
io allow of Pythagoras 4:5 Tranſmigra- 
tion, which was 4 Aſarching of the Im- 
mnortal Tenait, from 077C I ANC» 
ther, after its I caſe was expired: Or 
elſe, according to Virgil, who had it from 
Plato, That the Soul deſired ro be In- 
Carnate again, after its Purgation in 
the Elizian Fields. 
Rurſus & incipiunt in Corpora velle 
revert. 

But in all Ages, Speculative Men in- 
their niceſ Metaphyſicks, could never 
be thought well in their Wits 5. who pre- 
fumed the Exiſtence ef Semi-homines, 
Half-Men, and Women, that inhabit- 
ed. the Elements, Creatures compounded. 
of Material Souls and Boayes, Inferior, 
yet Superior to Man, im Faculties and 
Powers. Strange Contradittion! That 
Beings, conſiſting only of Mater, ſhould 
alt impoſſibly againſt their Nature - 
Since Mater, according to the Axioms, . 
and Statute- Laws of all Philoſophers. 
whether Academicks, Peripateticks, Sto- 
icks, cr Cynicks, is 70t able to att, or 
think really, Now, to over-throw the 
Aſſertion of theſe Elementary People 

at 
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at once; and by undermining the Foun« 
dation, to deſtroy the Super ſtrufture + Let 
us conſider, what can be more Abſurd, 
or Fallacious in Logick, and Philoſo- 
phy, than to beg a Principle of a Thing, 
that cannot be; and then to faſten a 
Concluſion, from moſt Erroneous Pre- 
miſes, To propoſe a Creature, whoſe 
Efjence and Form is Mortal, and con- 
ſequently Material; Yet at the ſame 
time, to make this Creature Divine in 
its Faculries, Acute im its Operations, 
and Superior to Man in its Underfland- 
ing, either as 10 Divine, or Human Ob- 
gets ; which can proceed from nothing, 
but an Immsrtal, and Immaterial Cauſe, 
Let any thinking Perſ1 judge, whether 
ſuch Notions do not more deſerve Helli- 
bore, ts purge them, than Diſputation 
to confute them ? And, whether Bedlam 
be not the fitteſÞ Accademy, for the Be= 
Levers ? | 

This Cabaliſtick Farcy, certainly in 
its Original, ſeems exadtly to mimck, 
the Follies of the Alcoran. The Poets 
of old feigned three Gods, to piſs in 
an Oxes Hide, to make the famous ()- 
rion: So the Tagredients of Arianiſm, 
Judaiſm, ava Ethviciſm compoſed 4a 
Relt- 
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Religion obliging to the Carnal Turk ; 
Thus a Prophane Interpreter of the Old 
and New Teftament, with the falſe con- 
ceptions of Heathen Philoſophy, ſoon de- 

enerate into a Cabalilt. - Sometimes 
the Venal Follies of many paſſages Crea- 
ted Laughter in me; But I was grieved 
at the ramblins Prophanation of ſome 
places of Holy Scripture : 

Pinge duos Angues Sacer eft lo- 

cus. Per}. 

Amongſt others, as to his perverting 
the ſence of Adams eating the Apple, 
to tying with his Vife, 1 will grauce 
ly, if it be neceſſary, makes Anſwer in 
the Orthodox words of St, Auguſtine, 
De Civit : Dei. Lib. 14. Cap. 26. Pre- 
occupante peecato, exilium ce Para- 
diſo ante meruerunt, quam in opere 
ferende propaginis tranquillo ar bitrio 
convenirent. They firſt ſinned, and 
were baniſhed out of Paradice, be- 
fore they attempted the propagation 
of poſterity. 

Then if theſe Elementary People, by 
nature, are Good, Tuſt, Holy, and Ho- 
nourers of God ;, How dare they rib him 
of his Honour, by permitting the ap= 
puicaticn of it, to themfelyes ? as in this 
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ffory, amongſt other Unſcholaſiick Er 
Fours, of Hiſtory and Chronology, 
Oromaſis ,a- Coratng to their C hymaras, 
bang Prince «of the teople which inhae 
bit th: Fine kad iwo Chudren, by Veſta 
th. V.ife of Noah, viz. Zoroatter and 
E:ii.:1,a Loroaſter 4 grear Hero, and 
[5c Inventer -of Magick is reported b 
Juſtin to have been King of the BaQtri- 
ans, yet was cvercome by Ninus, for 
all his magick and valour, living after 
this computation about the end of No- 
ahs Life. Now, how doe the Caba- 
liſts kzow, Noahs Wife, ( ſuppoſing her 
name was Veſta) not to be dead before 
her Son Zoroalter was Born; and if 
Juſtin miſtakes, as *tis very probable, 
he may, ard calls bim Zoroafter, whom 
Cteſtas. calls Oxiartes Ring of the Bac- 
trians; For Pliny doubts very much, 
whither magick be of ſo long a ſtanding, 
and if Xanthus the Lydian @ very Au- 
cient writer reckons but 600. Years be- 
tween Zoroaſter ard Xerxes ; Then Zo- 
roaiter muſt live an Hundred Years af- 
the Wars of Troy, and our Cabalift 
muſt look for another Hero , or «ſe 
conclude the Son to be Bern $00, Tears 
after Noal's Wife was dead, . preſupps- 
ſing 
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ſing ſhe lived as long as Noah. 

But then, Few could Egeria the 
Daughter, mentioned to be Born an the 
Ark, Live till the time of Numa Pom- 
pilius, whoſe miſtreſs ſhe was, though 
_ old, of about 1600 Years ſtan- 

ing. 

For zs it reaſonable, that ſhe ſhould 
laſt out ſo long ? ſince the Ofſpring of 
theſe Elementary People being en 
and Women, and of mixt ſubſtances muſt 
rot unpropertionably exceed the Common 
life of Man, For Rome was built a= 
bout 1194. Years after the Death of 
Noah; Therefore 1 would always ad- 
viſe Romantick and Cabaliſtick Wr:rers, 
:f they would have Fables paſs ſmoothly, 
t0 avoid groſs abſurdities in Hiſtory and 
Chronology : Beſides, according to them, 
this Egeria 2mpiouſly inſiruited her Lo- 
ver, (contrary to* the pretended dcſire, 
or picty of the Elementary People) 
fo Worflip her Father Oromaſis, under 
the Type of the Veſtal Fire. Thus you 
ſee how all things of Divinity and 
Humanity are made a Chaos.
